Furious Gale Sweeps Over the 
English Channel. 


Lon Ion. Sept. 2.—The gale which 
has 
vailed all over the English 
channel for the past twenty-four hours 
rhows lhtle sign of abating. 
Report* I 
received here show that much damag. 
was done ashore, as well as on the 
sea. 
The wind at times blew at the 
rate of seventy miles an hour, which 
Is almost unprecedented at this time 
of the year. 
Never before has it been 
necessary in the summer to suspend j 
the boat service between Folkestone 
and Dover and the midday service to 
Calais.

enormous 
number of vesselp 
have been driven ashore or obliged tc 
seek shelter. 
Many exciting rescues 
are reported, but 
fortunately ther«i 
has been no great loss of life, except 
In the case >f the British bark Ama­ 
zon, the crew of which had a terrible 
experience. The Amazon went aground 
on Margram Bands and the people on 
the land could plainly see the men 
clinging to the rigging or lashed to 
the bulwarks, but were helpless to 
aave them. 
One of the masts fell, 
carrying a number of the men down. 
Two of the crew, whirh numbered 
thirty-three, were reseued by life lines 
and six others were washed ashore 
alive.

T he party had scarcely been gone 
an hour before the wind freshened u p ,j 
heeling the sloop well over and (Inch­ 
ing the spray upon fhe occupants. Cap­ 
tain Haskell deeded that the wind 
was too heavy for his boat and the 
sea too choppy, so he brought the 
sloop around and started on a tack 
homeward. 
All the party were perched high up 
on the w eather side, as the sloop cm 
through the waves with the w ater al­ 
most coming over the gunw ales on 
the lee side, when Captain Haskell 
gave a shout of warning th a t he was ; 
going to tack and then threw over the | 
tiller, 
lust at this mom ent th e boat 
rose high up on a wave, exposing hoi 
to the full brunt of the wind. 
An un 
usually heavy gust struck her and in 
a twinkling the sloop w ent over on her 
beam ends and the party of ten were 
throw n into the w^ater. 
For one brief moment it was every- '

for 
oneself. 
Captain 
Haskell, i 
however, took in the situation at a 
glance. 
He saw that the b o at’s ten­ 
der was right side up and shouting to 
Professor Orawdey and H enry Evans, 
who were nearest to him, he directed 
them to m ake for the tender, doing so ; 
a1 the sam e time himself. 
Professor 
Crawler, however, still clung to the 
overturned sloop, looking for his wife, 
while Evans was trying vainly to lo­ 
cate his sister.

the tender, 
clam ­ 
bered aboard, cut it loose from the 
overturned sloop, brought the boat lip 
near Crawley and Evans and helped 
them aboard, persuading them 
(hat

even then the women were beyond 
help. 
W eighted down by their water- I 
soaked clothing and chilled through j 
by the cold water, they had been un- j 
able to keep themselves afloat.

MANY VESSELS 
ufiiVEN ASHORE 


Furious Gale Sweeps Over the 
English Channel. 


London, Sept. 2.—The gale which 
has 
rovailed all over the English 
channel for the past twenty-four hours 
shows little sign of abating. 
Report* 
received here show that much damage 
was done ashore, as well as on th« 
sea. 
The wind at times blew at the 
rate of seventy miles an hour, which 
Is almost unprecedented at this time 
of the year. 
Never before has it been 
necessary in the summer to suspend 
the boat service between Folkestone 
and Dover and the midday servioe to 
Calais. 
An enormous 
number of vessels 
have been driven ashore or obliged ta 
seek shelter. 
Many exciting resouea 
are reported, but fortunately there 
has been no great loss of life, except 
In the case of the British bark Ama­ 
zon, the crew of which had a terrible 
experience. The Amazon went aground 
on Margram Sands and the people on 
the land could plainly see the men 
dinging to the rigging or lashed to 
the bulwarks, but were helpless to 
•ave them. 
One of the masts fell, 
carrying a number of the men down. 
Two of the crew, which numbered 
thirty-three, were rescued by life lines 
and six others were washed ashore 
alive. 
The captain of the Amazon 
was killed in his cabin by a falling 
mast.
